Dear Sir: 

I, Clinton H. Hallman, Jr., declare as follows: 

1 . I am a registered patent attorney, Registration No. 38,480, and Attorney of Record 
for the instant application. 

2. I am an associate in the firm of Rhodes & Mason, P.L.L.C., 300 North Greene 
Street, Greensboro, North Carolina 27401 . Prior to June 1, 1999, this law firm was known as 
Rhodes, Coats & Bennett, L.L.P. 

3. I am one of the attorneys responsible for the prosecution of the above-identified

I, John E. Holland, declare as follows: 

1 . I am the President of H & S Manufacturing, Inc. I have been employed in this 
capacity during all of the relevant time pertaining to this matter. 

2. I am one of the three named inventors in the instant patent application. 

3. In my capacity as President of H & S Manufacturing ("H&S"), I am responsible 
for the supervision of those employees hired to develop new products. I also participate directly 
in new product development. 

4. At the request of our patent counsel, Clinton H. Hallman, Jr., I forwarded to Mr. 
David V. Cunningham at his home address a Declaration for his signature as shown by the letter 
to him dated April 27, 1999, attached hereto as Exhibit A. Mr. Cunningham had left the employ 
of H & S on approximately March 12, 1999. 

5. While employed by H & S Manufacturing, Mr. Cunningham was involved in the 
development of rrw products to include the subject matter of the instant application. 

6. Mr. Cunningham communicated to me his refusal to sign the declaration shortly 
after he received it. My efforts to convince Mr. Cunningham to do so were unsuccessful. 
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7. Mr. Cunningham has not disputed his obligation to cooperate with H & S
